Many Dealers Sell Toy Pistols 


and Blank Cartridges in 
Spite of the City 
Ordinance. 


ORDER OF CHIEF IGNORED. 


Police Apparently Are Making | 


No Effort to -Enforce the 
Proclamation of the 
Mayor. 


The deadly toy pistol and metal caps, or 
blank cartridges, responsible for lockjaw, 
that every year causes the death of many 
Chicago children, may be purchased at many 
of the little stores in every section of the 
ies Yet there is a 100 fine against their 

0. 

Apparently the strict proclamation issued 
by Mayor Dunne has had little effect. Chil- 
dren were able yesterday to purchase the 


cast iron pistols without any difficulty. The 


police did not in any case interfere. 

In the crowded,Ghetto district of Halsted 
street, in the dence district of the south 
side, and on the northwest side there was no 
trouble in buying the forbidden firearms and 
ammunition. 

Let the mayor’s proclamation was pub- 
lished by every Chicago newspaper, and it 
appeared yesterday in the daily bulletin of 
the police department, signed by Mayor 
Dunne and Chief Collins. Every policeman 
had instructions to watch for violations of 
the proclamation, which is based on the city 
law regarding fireworks. 


Violations Ignored by Police. 

There were no arrests, although, as has 
been stated, the children—who were accom- 
panied by reporters and who delivered their 
purchases to their escorts as soon as they 
left the stores—had no difficulty in finding 
dealers who were willing to break the law 
for a few cents of fourth of July profit. 

The section of the mayor's proclamation 
forbidding the sale of pistols and metal caps 
follows: 

The sale, loan or gift of toy pistols or metal caps 
to children is hereby absolutely prohibited. Any 
violation of thie provision will subject the of- 
fender to arrest and a fine of $100. 

The children of the Ghetto are just as en- 
thusiastic in celebrating the fourth as those 
whese ancestors came over in the May- 
flower—and probably more so. They are 
fond of noise and that section of the city, 
full of children and thickly congested, is the 
noisiest part of Chicago on the fourth and 
usually for a day or two. preceding. 


Metal Caps Sold Openly. 


The Jewish children have a preference for

other explosive that ever was invented. 

In anticipation of the fourth of July trade, 
all the dealers in fire arms in South Halsted 
street and intersecting thoroughfares have 
laid in thousands of boxes of the cartridges. 
They make no distinction as to the age of 
the buyer in selling them. A 13 year old 
boy, small for his age, had no trouble in get- 
ting all the “ blanks that he wanted. 

The first purchase was made at Jacob 


Hirtenstein's United States Loan bank, at. 


213 Halsted street. 


Small Revolver Cheap. 

How many do you want? asked the 
dealer of the child, whose face just reached 
over the top of the counter. He gave the boy 
a box of the caps and said he had no “ blank 
pistols, but would sell a small revolver cheap. 

Several of the pawnhbrokers advertised, in 
sidewalk showcases, the toy revolvers for 
$1 each. 

Another box of the cartridges was pur- 
chased at the pawnshop of Jacob Kiein, 287 
Halsted street, and at L. Rosenbluth's Re- 
liable Loan bank, 319 Halsted street, the 
youngster got a third box of blanks. 

At 198 Halsted street, a small store making 
a side line of fireworks, it was said the sea- 
son was scarcely begun. 

Well have plenty tomorrow or next day,“ 
was the answer to an inquiry for a toy pistol. 


Small Firecrackers in Demand. 

Young America, which in South Haleted 
street frequently means traneplanted Russia, 
was busy celebrating in advance of the 
fourth, but in most instances with the small- 
est brands of firecrackers. The cannon crack- 
ers are not popular in South Halsted street. 
It is not that they are too dangerous, but they 
cost too much. 

A number of small boys were engaged in a 
miniature bombardment of Port Arthur in 
front of the combination tobacco store, toy 


|} shop, and barber shop at 411 Halsted street 


and there the 13 year old boy was able to 
purchase a single shot pistol adapted to the 
blank cartridge, made in the cheapest fashion 
of cast iron. 

At 70 O’Brien street thee were plenty of 
paper caps on sale—it is across the street 
from a schoolhouse—but the toy pistols had 
not yet arrived. 

Most ef the boys around here have their 
cap pistols from last year,“ said the dealer, 
They are handed down from one child to 
another. We don’t keep blank cartridges, 
as we are afraid that the police will arrest 
us if we sell them to children. There are 
plenty of other places where you can buy 
them.” 

South Side Dealers Break Law. 

Contraband articles were purchased by a 
boy without difficulty at the following south 
side stores: 

M. L. Dodez, cigars and stationery, 567 East 
Forty-third street; large stock of toy pistols. 

Douglas cigar store, 216 Thirty-first street; a 
“ cap pistol was bought here for 2 cents. 

J. W. Evers & Co., druggists, Forty-third street 
and Indiana avenue; blank cartridges sold to chil- 
dren. 

Solle Hardware company, Thirty-first street, be- 
tween Indiana and Michigan avenues; bdiank 
cartridges sold to children. 

Proprietors of many other stores at which 
the pistols or cartridges were asked for 
refused to sell them because the time fixed 
by the city for the sale of fireworks does 
not begin until this morning. 

„Come around tomorrow and we'll fix you 
up,” they said. 

Others explained that their stock had not 
yet arrived. 

Blank Oartridges Oause 1.

NEW ATTACK ON UNION LOOP. 


City Asks Court th Order All Sta- 
tions Removed by ‘L’ Company. 


HITS FRANCHISE VALIDITY. 


Suit Based on Same Point as That of 
Wabash Avenue Taxpayers. 


The city of Chicago yesterday made à se- 
rious attack on the existence of the Union 
loop. It filed an amended cross bill in the 
old case of the Northwestern L' against 
the city, in which the right of the loop to 
exist ie denied and the court asked to order 
its stations taken down. 

The ground on wiveh re. oriee fo nened is 


the same as that set up by the V den 


case the contention was made that the Wa- 
bash avenue, Van Buren, and Lake street 
parta of the loop had been illegally erected 
because the consents of property owners re- 
quired by law had been bought at the price 
of $100 a front foot instead of being the free 
will offering of the owners. 


Supreme Court Upholds Point. 

In that case, the Supreme court held prac- 
tically that the point was a good one and 
that the law requiring frontage consents did 
not contemplate they should be bought and 
paid for. It, however, threw out the case 
on the ground that, as it was an action of so 
public a nature, it should have been brought 
by the state or the city and could not be 
maintained by private individuals. 

The defendants in the case are the North- 
western L. the Lake street L.“ and 
the Union Elevated railway companies, and 
the parts of the loop attacked are those in 
Van Buren street, from Fifth avenue to 
Wabash avenue; Wabagh avenue, from Har- 
rison street to Lake street, and Lake street, 
from Wabash avenue to Market street. 


Attack Validity of Franchise. 

Incidentally, the cross bill attacks the val- 
idity of the entire franchise ordinance of the 
Northwestern L.“ but this point is not 
strongly insisted. What the city asks the 
court to hold is: 

1. That neither the Northwestern Elevated rail- 
road company, nor any of the elevated railroad 
companies made parties defendant hereto are 
authorized to maintain any depot or station 


city of Chicago. 

2. That none of the defendant elevated railroad 
companies or railway companies are authorized 
by the terms of the aforesaid pretended ordinances 
te construct any extension or extensions to any 
platform or platforms as the same existed prior to 
May 27, 1008. 

8. That the elevated structure maintained on 
Lake street, between Market street and Wabash 
avenue, on Wabash avenue between Lake and 
Van Buren streets, on Van Buren street between 
Wabash and Fifth avenues, was constructed and 
is maintained and operated without authority of 
law. 

4. That the elevated railroad companies may be 
perpetually restrained from extending and alter- 
ing the platforms and the stations, and that said 
defendant be ordered to remove forthwith the 
additional extensions and alterations partially 
constructed since May 27, 1908, and that the said 
defendants be ordered to remove the stations or 
depots now maintained in, over, or upon any part 
of Lake street between Market street and Wabash 
avenue, or any part of Wabash avenue between 
Lake street ‘and. Harrison street, or any part of 
Van Buren street between Wabash avenue and 
Fifth avenve,.and any part of Fifth avenue be- 
tween the Chicago river and Van Buren street, 
and that said companies be perpetually enjoined 
from constructing or maintaining any station ‘or 
depot upon any portion of said streets.

Jewels Disappear. from Apart- 


ment in Virginia, 


LOSS BAFFLES THE POLICE. 


Theft,“ Says Mrs. Blair, but Her

When 
the police arrived three of them tried to 
open the lock with the key and they all 
failed. Another thing that adds mystery to 
the disappearance is the fact that the lock 
was intact. The trunk, it was said, had not 
been opened for two weeks. 

Mrs. Blair cannot throw any light on the 
disappearance. She maintains that the key, 
has not been out of her possession to ber 
knowledge and she has never imparted the 


secret of the mechanism to any one. She. 


is confident the jewels were in the box when 
she opened the trunk the last preceding 
time. In fact, she opened it at the time, 
she said, for the purpose of placing therein 
the missing jewels. Mrs. Blair is inclined 
to the theory that the lock was picked and 
the police seem to think it a possible feat. 


Mr. Blair Doubts Theft Theory. 

Mr. Blair is inclined to think his wife has 
misiaid the jewels. He reported the matter 
to the police to humor her, and thinks the 
diamonds will turn up soon. 

„It the jewels were stolen from the trunk 
by a burglar,” said Mr. Blair, he would 
have taken everything in sight, as there was 
$10,000 in jewels in the same box that is sup- 
posed to have contained the bar and pendant.

Ignoring political pressure,“ defying the 


school trustees, who openly have advocated | 


the adoption of the Wheeler readers, and 
challenging his opponents in the school board 
who are known to favor other readers, 
Superintendent of Schools Edwin G. Cooley 
yesterday recommended the adoption of the 
Macmillan readers for use in the public 
schools. g 


He made the recommendation to the school 


management committee and it was adopted 
with but one dissenting vote. The dissenter 
was Trustee Cornelia De Bey, who refused 


to give in public her reasons for disapprov-’ 


ing of the selection made by Supt. Cooley. 
Supt. Cooley’s recommendation was made 
at the request of Mrs. Emmons Blaine and 
formed the climax to a stormy session of the 
committee. The recommendation made by 
Supt. Cooley and adopted by the committee 
calls for the dropping of the Rand, McNally 
readersr from the ligt of school text books. 


Duddleston Attacks Dudley. 

During the meeting, which lasted nearly 
three hours, Trustee George Duddleston, ‘in 
a fiery attack upon Trustee Dudley, declared 
the board members did not propose to be 
called thieves,“ and warned Dr. Dudley to 
be careful what charges he makes; Mrs. 
Blaine and Miss De Bey had lively exchanges 
of words on several occasions, and the effort 
to take the Initiative in the selection of text 
books out of the hands of the superintendent 
was beaten. 

It was almost at the close of the meeting 
that Supt. Cooley was called upon to make a 
recommendation. The question of dropping 
the Rand-McNally readers was taken up and 
Mrs. Blaine moved that the superintendent 
be asked to make a recommendation. Supt. 
Cooley had prepared a recommendation for 
just such an emergency. He reported that 
the series of readers known as Lights of 
Literature,” published by Rand, McNally 
& Co. had been in use in the schools since 
September, 1900. He declared that many 
complaints had been made against the books 
and that the feeling that they were not suited 
to the needs of the Chicago schools was wide- 
spread. 


Recommends Macmillan Readers. 

Supt. Cooley then recommended that the 
series of readers known as the Child Life 
Readers and primer, published by the Mac- 
millan company, be adopted for use in the 
first five grades of the elementary schools. 
He further recommended that the use of 
the primer be made optional and that the 
children of the sixth grade be required to 
purchase for use as readers selections from 
the list of classics approved by the board 
of education for the seventh and eighth 
grades, . 

Supt. Cooley declared that before reaching 
a decision he had asked a number of teachers 
and principals to amine all the readers 
submitted and make a selection. He said 
he had called upon school principals to name 
the teachers on the committee. Teachers 
and principals alike had agreed that the 
Macmillan readers were the best and that 
the board of district superintendents and the 
head of the English department at the nor- 
mal school had reached the same conclusion. 
He said the principals he had consulted were 
Orville T. Bright, Miss Cora Caverno, and 
Charles Bartholf. He had promised the 
teachers, he said, that he would not make 
their names public. 


Dr. De Bey Starts Fireworks. 

At once Trustee Hayes moved that the 
superintendent's recommendation be con- 
curred in. Trustee De Bey objected. ‘I 
want to be recorded as voting no,“ she 
declared. 

“I think that if Dr. De Bey has any ob- 
jection to these readers she ought to make 
her opinions*known here and give us the 
benefit of them,“ said Mrs. Blaine. 

J will not give my reasons here in pub- 
lic,“ replied Dr. De Bey, but, Mrs. Blaine, 
I'll give you my opinion in private.“ 

“TI object,” declared Mrs. Blaine. “I 
strongly wish to call on Dr. De Bey for full 
discussion of the question here; I want to 
know what she is suppressing.“ 

“I say the book situation is not right,” 
declared Miss De Bey. I refuse to say any-. 
thing further in open meeting.“ 

At the opening of the meeting Supt. Cooley 
reported against the readoption of the Swin- 
ton speller, published by the American Book 
company, and his recommendation was 
adopted. 


Declares Resolution Was Changed. 


The question of adopting the resolution 
prepared by Dr. De Bey and presented at 
the last meeting then was taken up. Mrs. 
Blaine protested that the resolution had been 
changed since it had been read and tenta- 
tively approved by the board. The resolu- 
tion called upon the superintendent to give 
in writing his reasons for selecting the dif- 
ferent textbooks and also state in writing 
how he arrived at his judgment. When the 
resolution was reread the phrase, the su- 
perintendents or his assistants,“ was used, 
and in another place the resolution as re- 
written called upon Supt. Cooley to give the 
name of the publisher of every book recom- 
mended. Mrs. Blaine declared the resolu- 
tion had been changed. 

Dr. De Bey declared she merely had given 
the resolution to Attorney Shannon to be re- 
constructed and that if any changes were 
made they were made by him. Mrs. Blaine 
moved the adoption of the resolution as it 
was originally written and the motion pre- 
valled. 


MAYOR DECLARES HE’S TIRED 
OF OFFICE SEEKING ARMY. 


Graham Taylor Cites Proof of Dunne’s 
Cares During Address at Chicago 
Commons—Politicians Are Speakers. 


Mayor Dunne has been so distracted by 
political henchmen, jobbers, and office seek- 
ers generally that he sighs for release from 
the responsibility of keeping the 200 ap- 
pointive offices in his hands supplied with 
officers. The mayor so declared himself yes- 
terday, said Prof. Graham Taylor, in ad- 
dressing his class in “‘ Humanitarian Prog- 
ress in Local Improvements last night at 
Chicago Commons. 

The ins and outs of politics were freely dis- 
cussed from republican, democratic, and 
philosophical standpoints by political leaders 
of the ward, Aid. Dever, Edward Williams, 
member of the drainage board, and Prof. 
Taylor. 

Through power of the patronage system 
the mayor has almost absolute power in dic- 
tating who shall be nominated aldermen in 
the various wards, because the men most 
interested are his appointees,”’ said Ald. 
Dever. 

“ Notwithstanding that,“ enjoined Prof. 
Taylor, the mayor today declared that he 
wished he didn't have the worry of keeping 
pace with the patronage. I happened to be 
in his office when a committee from the Civil 
Service league waited on him iu regard to an 


appointment. He said it caused more worry 


than it was worth.” 

The speakers agreed that the political 
powers of the ward now are the Chicago 
Commons and the Northwestern University 
settlement.

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JUGGLING OF RECORDS TO HIDE 
DECREES IS DISCOVERED. 


Dr. Walter 8. Barnes Finds After 
Second Marriage That Separation 
from First Wife Is Illegal, So Suits 
to Set Aside That Proceeding, to 
Annul Recent Nuptial Ceremony, 
and to Get Valid Quittance from 
No. 1 Are in Order, 


A double divorce, an annulment of mar- 
riage, a remarriage, and a juggling of rec- 
ords in an effort at secrecy were revealed in 
the Circuit court yesterday afternoon. 

The parties to the proceedings were Dr. 
Walter S. Barnes, 3000 Michigan avenue, 
Mrs. Ida Norcross Barnes, the physician's 
present wife, and Mrs. Harriet W. Barnes, 
whose decree of divoree obtained in Idaho 
Was set aside by Judge Walker. After the 
decree had been set aside the marriage of 
Dr. Barnes and Ida Norcross was annulled, 
Dr. Barnes got a valid divorce from urs. 
Harriet Barnes and finally remarried Mrs. 
Ida Norcross Barnes. 


Desperate Effort at Secrecy. 

The annulment and divorce proceedings in 
Chicago were had within twenty-one days, 
and in both suits desperate efforts at secrecy 
were made under the direction of Attorneys 
Goodrich, Vincent & Bradley, who, with 
Warren Nichols, represented the physician. 
Fictitious names were used, and on the books 
today there remain several discrepancies. 

The physician's name still appears on some 
of the records as William S. Bormes,“ while 
the name Baines ”’ also appears on some ot 
the chancery books of the Circuit court. 
These changes, it is declared, were made 
under the direction of Charles H. Bradley. 
who was chief clerk of the Circuit court at 
the time. 

The first decree was entered by Judge Gib- 
bons Oct. 18 last, while the records show the 
second degree was entered three weeks later. 
The discovery was made through an exam- 
ination of the clerk’s chancery record book, 
which is kept by Max Blumenfeldt, a deputy 
clerk. In Blumenfeldt’s book the names in 
both cases are correct, but in the register and 
chancery indexes the discrepancies appear. 


First Divorce Too Hasty. 


Dr. Barnes and Harriet W. Barnes were 
married on June 24, 1896. They lived together 
until 1903, when Mrs. Barnes, according to 
the testimony presented to Judge Walker, 
went to Idaho for the purpose of establish- 
ing a residence preparatory to obtaining a di- 
vorce in order to marry a man whose home 
is in New. York, where she now lives. 

After the Idaho decree had been granted 
Mrs. Barnes’ fiancé is said to have investi- 
gated the divorce and found it to be Illegal, 
because of the fact that the complainant 
had been a resident of the state only five 
months instead of six, ae required. 

In the meantime Dr. Barnes had married 
Ida Anne Norcross, and when the second wife 
learned of the defect in the Idaho decree she 
and the physician decided to have the Idaho 
decree set aside, the Chicago marriage an- 
nulled, and then obtain a divorcein the Idaho 


case. 
Suit for Annulment. 

In the proceedings by which the second 
Mrs. Barnes obtained a decree of annulment 
the complainant did not testify, so far as 
the records show. Dr. Barnes told Judge 
Gibbons that he and the complainant were 
married July 18, 1906. He told of his former 
marriage to Mrs. Harriet Barnes, whose 
maiden name was Harriet Wayland. The 
witness informed the court that his former 
wife obtained a divorce from him so she 
might be free to remarry. 

The night my former wife obtained her 
decree in Idaho she left there and came to 
Chicago,’ said Dr. Barnes. When I saw 
the decree I beleved I had the legal right 
to marry Miss Norcross, so we went to Mil- 
waukee and were married.“ 

The decree of annulment was entered. 

After the decree had been obtained Dr. 
Barnes immediately filed a bill for divorce 
against Mrs. Harriet Barnes. A hearing 
was had before Judge Walker Nov. 2, and in 
this case Dr. Barnes and his lawyers were 
the only witnesses. The same facts were 
related. 

Then there was entered the decree which 
legalized the Idaho divorce, making the sur- 
geon free to remarry Mise Norcross, who 
had resumed her maiden name. Later, ac- 
cording to the lawyers, this ceremony was 
performed. * 


Shankland Tells of Desertion. 

Ralph M. Shankland appeared before Judge 
Carpenter in the morning in quest of a di- 
vorce from Mrs. Justine Marie Shankland. 
He told the court that in May, 1004, following 
some trouble that they had had, his wife 
insisted on leaving him. Since that time 
they have lived — the Hyde Park hotel, oc- 
cupying separate apartments. The decree 
has been prepared, but has not yet been 
signed. The decree provides for no alimony. 
It awards the custody of the child to Mrs. 
Shankland .

LIGHT ON DIVORCE MIXUP.. 


WANTS FRATERNALS SAFE 


WISCONSIN INSURANCE COMMIS- 
SIONER URGES RADICAL LAW. 


Zeno Host Tells Legislative Inyesti- 

‘gating Committee That Statutes 
Should Provide for Adequate Rates, 
the Accumulation of Reserves, In- 
erease in Membership, and Other 
Features — Sars Present System Is 
a Gamble and Leads to Disaster. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 290.—Fraternal in- 
surance is gambling, pure and siniple, de- 
clared State Insurance Commissioner Host 
today in an address to the legislative investi- 
gating committee. 

Mr. Host declared that the fraternal insur- 
ance companies violated every safe principle 
of life insurance. He said further that the 
law must step In and compel the fraternal 
companies to adopt adequate rates. He said 


in part: 


Without calculating or basing the rate 
of premium upon tables of mortality, the 
policy of life insurance becomes a gambling 
contract, pure and simple. 

“By no method can life insurance extending 
over a period of more than one year be writ- 
ten without the accumulation of a reserve 
or a gradual increase in cost, and no system 
has yet been discovered or devised which 
will permit ignoring the laws of mortality 
and avoid failure and disaster.“ 


Wants Radical Changes. 

Mr. Host recommended that the law should 
require of fraternal life insurance companies: 
Accumulation of a reserve, adequate rates, 
rigid medical examinations, regular increase 
in membership, explicit contracts, and re- 
atriction of investments. 

Only two of the fraternal insurance men 
present objected strenuously to Mr. Host’s 
recommendations. They were Edmund Jack- 
son, a former secretary of the fraternal 


congress, and George Beyer of the Legion of 
Honor of Indianapolis. 


Would Label Fraternals. 

Mr. Jackson believed that the better way 
to regulate the fraternals would be to label 
them and make them show the public just 
what kind of business they were doing. 

Mr: Jackson also said that the insurance 
commissioner's suggestions in regard to the 
worth ef policies would practically place the 
fraternals on old line insurance basis. Mr. 
Host admitted this, but declared that the 
valuation of policies was an essential protec- 
tion to the policy holders. 


BODY OF CHICAGOAN FOUND. 


Frank Lawrence Thought to Have 
Killed Himself by Drowning at 
Benton Harbor, Mich. 


Benton Harbor, Mich., June 29.—The body 
of Frank Lawrence, 25 years old, of Chicago, 
was found today in the canal.

000 Still on Books. 


BIG REAL ESTATE 


Millions Loaned on Property in 


Excess of the 60 Per Cent 
Valuation Clause. 


New York, June ‘29.—[Special.}—The sixth 
and final report of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company's  self-investigating committee, 
composed of William H. Truesdale and John 
W. Auchincloss, was made public today. The 
report hints at a new scandal in the loan de- 
partment involving $300,000, but fails to dis- 
close the names of the persons concerned, 

It looks as if somebody got $300,000 without 
putting up any authenticated security. The 
loan was still being carried Dec. 81, 1905. 

The report recommends a careful investi- 
gation into the payments made to building 
contractors by the Mutual Life in the last 
five years, which amount to more than §7,- 
000,000, and suggests that if the paymente 
have been in excess of fair values the matter 
be referred to the company’s law department 
for action. 

The report recommends further that a suit 
be brought against Richard A. McCurdy, the 
former president, to recover $4,260 charged 
by him for eab hire. 

The document tells the number of trustees 
who knew of the $150,000 salary that was 
being paid to President McCurdy and also 
the number that were cognizant of the cam- 
paign contributions, but it doesn’t mention a 
single one of them by name. 

Mystery in $300,000 Loan. 

The hints at irregularities in regard to a 
$300,000 loan are contained in the commit- 
tee's findings in the bond and mortgage de- 
partment. The report says: 

Attention is called to a discrepancy be- 
tween the hocks of the company and those 
of the bond and mortgage department where- 
by the latter, on Dec. 31, 1004, show three 
loans aggregating $410,000, which are not 
now included among the loans on bonds and 
mortgages on the general books of the com- 
pany, they appearing thereon as temporary 
loans.’ 

Dec. 31, 1905, one of these loans, amount- 
ing to $300,000, was still carried on the gen- 
eral books as a temporary loan. The law 
department has no knowledge of this loan, 
and no evidence of title has been exhibited.”’ 

Although the amount which the company 
may loan on mortgages is restricted to 60 per 
cent of the value of the real estate offered as 
security, the report of the expert account- 
ants to the committee shows that $34,861,- 
194.17 was loaned on property in excess of the 
60 per cent valuation. Says the committee: 

“As many as 131 loans, securing over 
$3,000,000, are over 100 per cent of the ap- 
praised value of the property.” 

The appraisers and accountants reduced 
the company’s book valuation of such loans 
by $707,680, and the reduction was approved 
by the committee. 


Losses in Real Estate. 


The report shows that the original cost of 
the Mutual’s real estate, including the im- 
provements on it, was 835,986, 254.38. The new 
appraisal of the committee’s experts shows 
a net loss from the original cost of 85.723, 
633.3838. The net profits realized on the prop- 
erties have averaged less than 2% per cent on 
the money invested. 


Laxity in Contracts. 


As to building contracts the report says: 

The purchase of most of the real estate 
holdings of the company were, so far as ap- 
pears, without the approval or sanction of 
any committee or the board of trustees. Great 
extravagance is glaringly apparent on every 
hand, coupled with entire absence of ordi- 
nary business methods and care. In the let- 
ting of contracts covering large expenditures 
no competition seems to have been invited 
or desired.“ 

Under head of expenditures of a ques- 
tionable character made between Jan. 1. 
1899, and Dec. 31, 1906, the accountants sub- 
smitted a statement aggregating $913,875.48. 
This statement does not include any of the 
moneys which went to Andrew C. Fields. 


HOLD UP PARTY OF TWELVE. 


Four Bandits Rob Immigrants of Hun- 
dreds of Dollars—News With- 
held for Month. 


The police are searching for four men who 
held up a wagonload of immigrants in Thirty- 
first place, between Morgan and Mosspratt 
streets. There were eleven immigrants in 
the party, ae well as the driver, Joseph Stein- 
berg, 3705 Vincennes avenue, and the bandits 
secured several hundred dollars. The rob- 
bery occurred on May 28, but the police with- 
held news of the affair in a hope of capturing 
the bandits. 
the case, according to Steinberg. 


Poison Probably Cause of Death. 


Dr. Warren H. Hunter, coroner’s physician, dis- 
covered yesterday while holding a post mortem 
examination on the body of Joseph Zykel, 24 years 
old, who was believed to have been a victim of the 
heat, that the man’s death was caused by poison- 
ing. An inquest will be held next week. Zykel 
was at work in the boiler rooms in the plant of 
the Chicago Malleable Castings company, One 
Hundred and Twentieth street and Center avenue, 
when he was taken ill.

FOUNDRY SOUNDS ANNOY PUPILS 
IN PAROCHIAL SCHOOL.

Lieut. Schlau and Two Bluecoats, in 
Response to Request from Mayor 
Dunne, Visit Vicinity of A. Bolter 
Sons’ Establishment and Find Air

Nerve racking noises and unbearable fumes 
which for fifteen years have rent the atmos- 
phere and floated through the windows of 
the St. Jogaphat parochial school, Belden 
a venue and Ward street, at last have aroused 
the officials of the school and the neighbor- 
hood to action. 

Result: The foundry of A. Bolter Sons, 
which is situated beneath the windows or 
' school, will be asked to make structural iron 
girdings without noise, or move away. 

The situation at the school is practically 
the samé as the firat day the foundry began 
operations. It was not realized, however, 
until a few days ago that the presence of 
the foundry was counteracting the work of 
the school. 

Father Francis Lange, who is in charge of 
the institution, has come to the conclusion 
that constant effort to work over their books 
in the face of this great obstacle slowly was 
dwarfing the brains of the boys and giris. 


Policemen Investigate Noises. 

The complaint made to Mayor Dunne some 
days ago resulted in a visit of Lieut. Schlau 
and two policemen from the North Halsted 
street station to the vicinity of the foundry 
yesterday. The lieutenant will make his 
report today. 

“If that noise could be harnessed and used 


would be found,“ said ome of the policemen 
who watched several bare armed and backed 
meh swing heavy hammers over a lump of 
molten metal. 

The visit of Lieut. Schlau was not expect- 
ed, and he moved on the fleld from a round- 
about way. Several blocks away from the 
neighborhood he placed his hand behind 
his ear and listened to the rumble and hum of 
the iron builders. 

“ You can hear it,” he admitted to his men. 
Then he continued on his way, and a puff of 
hot, iron laden air filled his nostrils. 

„% Also smell it,“ suggested one of the men. 

Both statements were repeated as the in- 
vestigators neared the plant and until the 
words were drowned in the roar of the imme- 
diate vicinity of the object of their investiga- 
tion. 

Noise Worse in Schoolroom. 

A visit to the upper rooms of the school 
above the foundry showed that both noises 
and fumes seemed worse there than in the 
streets. It was explained that because of the 
heat the windows had been opened, but that 
this was done by sacrificing the work of the 
pupils. 

Persons living in the vicinity of the foun- 
ary complain not so much because of the 
noises of the daytime, but because they begin 
all over again at 7 p. m. and, as night draws 
on, make sleep impossible. 

The school, which is one of the biggest in 
the city, wae built on its present site many 
years before the foundry appeared. Teach- 

ers and pupils hope that they will outlive it 
many more. The members of the firm of 
Bolter Sons say that nothing will be done 
until they hear from Mayor Dunne once 


more.

Confectionery will be declared adul- 
terated if it contain any ingredient or col- 
oring matter deleterious or detrimental to 
health. Foods will be considered adulter- 
ated if containing any substance injuri- 
ously affecting its quality or strength. 


PRESERVATIVES — Preservatives 
may be applied externally when directions 
for their removal are printed on the pack- 
age. 

ZABELS—Drugs or foods will be 
déemed misbranded if falsely described by 
their labels. Drugs in packages must bear a 
statement on the labels of the quantity or 
proportion of alcohol, morphine. opium, co- 
caine, or heroin alpha or beta cocaine, 
chloroform, canabis indica, chloral hy- 
drate, or-any derivative thereof. The word 
“compound,” “imitation,” or *‘ blend” 
must appear on mixed liquors, and only 
harmless coloring or flavoring ingredients 
can be used. False labeling of foods or 
drugs imported into the United States will 
prevent their admission.

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RAILROAD RATES. 
road rate bill requires all interstate car- 
| Tiers to make throngh routes and reason- 
able joint rates. It makes oll pipe line com- 
ear companies common carriers and sub- 
ject to the law. Railways are forbidden 
from engaging in any other business than 
transportation. Pipe lines are excluded 
from this prohibition. 5 


PRIVATH CARS— While permitting 
railways to use private freight cars, it re- 
quires that all incidental charges arising 
from refrigerating and other services be in- 

corporated in the transportation charge. 


PUBLIC BATES — It requires pub- 
lication of all rates, fares, or charges, and 
forbids changes save on thirty days’ notice. 
Jurisdiction is conferred upon the inter- 
state commerce commission to hear com- 
plaints of unjust.and unreasonable rates, 
and to fix rates that are just and reason 
able. ä 


REBATES — Rebates and other dis-

LABELS ON CANS—Any meat or 
meat food products put into can, pot, 
canvas or other receptacle, must have a 
label attached to it under the supervision 
of a government inspector). which shall 
state the contents. . 

SANITARY REQUIREMENTS — All 
establishments which prepare meat for in- 

terstate or foreign commerce must be in- 

spected by expert sanitary inspectors, and 
kept in perfect sanitary condition ac- 
cording to rules and regulations provided 
by the government. 

RIGHT OF ENTRY—Government in- 
spectors are givem the right to enter any 
part of any establishment at any and all

‘Stitutional right of every citizen to seek an 


perpetrated in the newspapers as to what 
finally has been done. It may be said without 
hesitation that in the form which this. 
section finally took the power to determine 
what a disputed railway rate shall be is con- 
fided without limit to the discretion of the 
interstate commerce commiseion, and the 
so-called appeal to the court which is al- 
lewed is neither more nor less than the con- 


equity jurisdiction for the purpose of pre- 
venting an abuse of that discretion. The 
power which the interstate commerce com- 
mission exercises under this law, within the 
limits of its authority, is the power of con- 
gress over interstate commerce, and no law- 
yer well versed in the matter will claim: that 
the courts can possibly be given any other 
power over the commission's rder or any dif- 
ferent juriediction than that which it exer- 
cises in dealing with an act of congress. 


Downfall of Senate Oligarchy. 

“Tt is to be regretted that the downfall 
of the old senate oligarchy and its panic 
stricken submission to a public opinion 20 
vigorous as to carry everything before it 
should have been clouded and covered up, 
largely through the New York newspapers, 
in such a way as to leave the public impres- 
sion that the president had surrendered the 
position which he held from the beginning. 
The public owes it to the wisdom and leader- 
ship of Senator Allison that the men of all 
parties came together in support of the presi- | 
dent. But that Senator Allison compromised 
any substantial principle involved in the 
house bill nobody who has mastered the in- 
tricacies of these questions believes. If any 
opponent of the house bill is consoling him- 
self with that notion he need only to wait 
till the Supreme court of the United States 
finds itself confronted with the question of 
finding out what the rate on hay ought to 
be between Chicago and New York to get 
that nonsense knocked out of his mind. 

“TIndoubtedly, the question of court re- 
view was grossly exaggerated in its im- 
portance. The object and purpose of the 
law was not to provide a series of inter- 
minable litigations. The measure is ex- 
pected to furnish a working and practicable 
scheme for the amicable adjustment of oc- 
casional controversies which arise between 
shippers and carriers. 

It is to be said to the credit of our western 
railways that nearly all of them have taken 
‘a fair and reasonable view of the proposed 
legislation, and the same thing may be said 
of some of the most influential railway of- 
ficials in the east. 


Exercise of Conciliation. 

Senator Dolliver was asked to explain that 
feature of the law which contemplates the 
exercise of conciliatory powers by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

„Under this new law,“ he responded, 
„% communities and individuals with a sub- 
stantial complaint will be heard patiently 
by railway managers and will in most cases 
be enabled to adjust all differences. If they 
are not able to adjust them, this law pro- 
vides a public tribunal to which the com- 
plaint may be taken. There will be few 
cases, in my judgment, in which the inter- 
state commerce commission, by the exercise 
of its powers of conciliation and arbitra- 
tion, will not be able to bring the parties 
to an agreement. But the backbone of this 
law is that in case such friendly interven- 
tion fails, the government of the United 
States has provided a plain and open way for 
the parties to present their case and have 
the judgment of the interstate commerce 
commission carried into effect. It is a tri- 
bunal to which both parties must submit, 
subject only to the power inherent in a court 
of equity to vacate the commission’s order 
when it is found to be unjust and oppressive 
to the carrier. I venture the prediction that 
few such appeals will be taken to the courts. 

“A minor provision of the law which gave 
congress nearly as much trouble as the 
rate section was the senate amendment on 
the subject of passes, which stands in the 
new law in substantially the form in which 
the senate enacted it. In view of the fact 
that nearly all the railroads have abandoned 
the custom of giving passes, this reform may | 
be treated as significant of the higher busi- 
ness level upon which the whole market 
place has been lifted during the last year and 
expresses, in a concrete way, that the busi- 
ness of railways hereafter is to be separated 
from politics, and that everybody hereafter 
shall enter the freight and passenger depots 
of the country on precisely the same terms.” 


Senate Yields on Meat Bill. 

With respect to the meat inspection amend- 
ment the senate did exactly what it was ex- 
pected to do when it originally disagreed to 
the house substitute for the Beveridge amend- 
ment, Senator Proctor, chairman of the sen- 
ate conferees, entered the senate late this 
afternoon, and asked that he and his col- 
leagues be authorized to recede and accept 
the house measure, There were Protests from 
Senators Beveridge, Nelson, and Simmons, 
the sensational speech being that of Nelson, 
who ares he would go home “ like a whipped 
cur, Whipped by the packers and th 
cattlemen.” pat coer 

These protests produced no stiffening of the 
backbone of the senate, which was willing 
to cre the position it had taken, and it 
promptiy gave the instructions

For example, at the present time there is 
only $750,000 appropriated for this purpose, 
the inspection does not cover one-half of the 
establishments in the country, and only ex- 
tends in an imperfect way to carcasses and to 
no food products whatever. 

“The house answered this by making an 
annual appropriation of $3,000,000 perma- 
nently, that is to say, unless there is any 
action of congress repealing this law $3,000,- 
000 is payable to the department of agricul- 
ture for the purpose of this inspection every 
year without any further action of congress, 


House Carries One Point. 


The senate wanted the date of inspection 
placed on the can containing meat food 
products because the senate holds that the 
people have a right to know what kind of 
meat they are buying and how old it is. 
The house objected to the date being placed 
on the cans for the reason that it claimed 
that canned meat is as good when 5 years 
old as it is when only a day old. 

In view of the fact that the house had 
yielded on every other point to the senate 
and had restored every one of the senate 
provisions which the house had first taken 
out of the bill, and in view of the fact that 
the house by an overwhelming vote pro- 
posed to kill the bill rather than yield to 
the senate on the question of dating the cans 
and putting the cost of inspection on the 
packers, the senate, in order to save the 
bill, yielded these two points to the house. 

„As stated by each one of the senate con- 
ferees, the senate will bring in a bill on the 
first day of the next session to supply both 
thege points. 

In the history of reforms which have 
been enacted into law there has never been 
a battle which has been won nearly 80 
quickly and never a proposed reform so suc- 
cessful in the first contest as this bill has 
been, Usyally such a measure requires two 
er three years to pass, and then it passes in 
a modified and mutilated form, and for 
many years thereafter the defects are reme- 
died by additional legislation. 

In the present case we have secured near- 
ly everything we went after in a fight which 
has lasted less than a month and a reform 
which is most important to the Mves and 
health of the people of any since the civil 
war. 

It ought to be said further that but for 
the agitation caused by this fight the pure 
food bill would not have had the sightest 
chance of passing at this session of con- 


gress.“ 
Last Act in Pure Food Bill. 


The final scene in the history of the pure 
food bill occurred today when both the senate 
and house formally adopted the conférence 
report on that measure. Representative 
Mann of Chicago, who was one of the con- 
ferees on the part of the house, explained 
how the senate had receded on everything, 
and how great was the victory of the lower 
branch of congress. As a matter of fact, 
it was the force of public opinion, organized 
by Tue TRIBUNE’s crusade, that compelled 
the house to pass the bill and make many 
concessions to the senate in order to reach an 
agreement. The wickedness of a Chicago 
newspaper man, Mr. Mann alleged, was re- 
sponsible for the news getting out to the 
Proprietary Medicine association of the dras- 
tic provision in regard to paterit medicines 
and caused that association to inaugurate a 
hard fight in order to save its life. But the 
members of the house ultimately became 
virtuous and determined to give the country 
an adequate pure food law and so they re- 
sisted with contempt the overtures of the 
association. This was not quite the lan- 
guage Mr. Mann used, but it describes the 
effect produced upon disinterested listeners.

MUNICIPAL NURSERY URGED 
FOR CONGESTED NINTH WARD. 


Ald. Harris Secures Donation of $2,000 
from Charles T. Crane to Purchase 
Site for Free Bathhouse. 


Ald. Harris is trying to find some wealthy 
philanthropist to aid in the establishment 
of a municipal nursery in charge of a compe- 
tent matron in the congested districts of the 
Ninth ward, where wage earning mothers 
may leave their little ones. 

He obtained a donation of $2,000 yesterday 
from Charles R. Crane to purchase a site for 
a municipal bathhouse in the Ninth ward. A 
committee, representing the Henry Booth 
house and the Maxwell street settlement, 
and consisting of Ald. Harris, Miss Ellen 
Todd, Miss Minnie Lowe, Jeanette Heller, 
Miss Emma Pischle, J. Cahn, and M. Meyero- 
witch, visited Mr. Crane and induced him to 
donate the money. 

On the site the city will erect a \building 
which will include a bathhouse, gymnasium, 
and reading room. In the annual report of 
Coroner Hoffman it is stated that more chil- 
dren are injured in the Ninth ward in street 
accidents than in any other ward of the city 
because they have no place to play except 
in the busy thoroughfares.

Warsaw. 


PLOT DENIED ‘OFFICIALLY’ 


Still Army Disaffection Is Most 
Alarming and Czar Is 
Surrounded. 


WARSAW, June 20.—A bomb was thrown 
at Col. Muradoff, chief of the railroad 
gendarmes, while he was driving through 
the streets in a cab today. The cabman and 
a gendarme who accompanied Col. Mura- 
doff were severely wounded, the colonel was 
slightly injured, and the horse attached to 
the cab was killed. The man who threw the 
bomb escaped. 


Mutiny Still Unconfirmed. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June - Details of 
the reported mutiny of troops at the fortress 
of Osowiec, one of the great garrisons de- 
fending the Polish frontier against German 
invasion, are not yet obtainable either at 
the headquarters of the genera! staff or from 
the town. 

Emperor Nicholas, according to reliable in- 
formation, summoned the Preobrejensky 
regiment before the imperial palace at Peter- 
hof yesterday and in a sarcastic address ex- 
pressed his regret at the evidence of their 
disloyalty in declaring sympathy with the 
radical program of parliament. The em- 
peror concluded by saying that he never 
would wear the uniform of the regiment. 

The general staff no longer conceals its 
fear of the entire army. With parliament 
championing the cause of the mutineers the 
first test may find tfoops line up on the 
side of the people, as did the French guards. 

The Bourse Gazette today reports an out- 
break among the grenadiers of the guard. 


Plot “Officially” Denied. 

An official denial is given to the report 
that the emperor and court are returning to 
Tsarskoe Selo, owing to the discovery of a 
revolutionary plot among the palace serv- 
ants. Officially the rumor is charged to the 
retirement of Gen. Piesko, the commandant 
at Peterhof, and the appointment of Col. 
Lermentoff, commander of the imperial reg- 
iment of Uhlans, as his successor.

MOSCOW, June 29.—Special dispatches to 
the Russkay Slavo say that two regiments 
at Yelizabethpol have refused to fire on 
strikers. 


Warsaw Police Flee in Terror. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
WARSAW, June 30.—Local police are 
fleeing by the wholesale across the Austrian 
frontier owing to the constant assagsina- 
tions ‘among them by terrorists. Revolu- 
tionists have succeeded in persuading sol- 
diers to refuse to perform police duties fur- 
ther. The entire garrison at Warsaw is 
affected. Similar conditions prevail in the 
Volga provinces. The Russkar Slavo has 
dispatches which report that two regiments 
at Tellsabethpol have refused to fire on 
strikers.

LONDON, June 29.—Lord Curzon, 
ing at a luncheon given in honor of Ambas- 
sador and Mrs. Reid and Mr. and Mrs. Long- 
worth by the Soclety of American Women 
today, paid high tribute to President Roose- 
velt, to whom he referred as the greatest 
statesman of the day. 

Lord Curzon said it had been a great pleas- 
ure for them to meet the daughter of the 
greatest statesman of the day, not only be- 
cause she was the daughter of the president 
but because of herself. President Roose- 
velt, he added, was making an enduring 
mark on the history of his times, but, above 
all, the British had to thank him for cement- 
ing the good relations existing between the 
two peoples.

When the slender book which pa eae 
all the statutes of a state a hundred years 
ago is put beside the big volume required to- 
day it becomes apparent that the states 
are legislating about an increasing number 
of subjeqts. They have to enact laws con- 
cerning Insurance corporations, the regula- 

ion of labor in factories and mines, and 
other matters which did not concern them ib 
their youth. State legislatures have more 
to de than they used to. They work harder, 
It is the custom to say that the men who 
have seats in them are not so able as their 
predecessors, but the tendency to glorify 
the past at the expense of the present may 
be at work here. Fifty years hence the 
state legislatures of :today may be spoken 
of more reverentially than they are now. 

Tt is true that the national government is 
more respected and looked up to as com- 
pared with state governments than it used 
to be. 
nation has been so much greater than that 
of ary state. It is the sum and substance 
of the greatness of all the states. But the 
states have not become insignificant or 
superfluous, There is more for them to do 
than there was in the days when they were 
jealously guarding their sovereignty and 
their rights. There is legislative and ad- 
ministrative Work enough for all. 


THE REAL ISSUE. 

Mayor Dunne is, or pretends to de, 
greatly worked up over the recommenda- 
tion of a committee of the fire underwrit- 
ers that insurance rates be increased if 
conditions in the fire department are not 
improved. Word comes from the city hall 
thet the mayor and his: law officers are 
planning a campaign. Rates have not 
been increased and the head of the city 
government has not been intimidated, but 
if it be feasible the underwriters are to be 
prosecuted for a conspiracy to raise rates 
and to intimidate the mayor. 

The real question at issue—the one 
which concerns the people—is not wheth- 
er somebody has been conspiring bat 
whether the present condition of the fire 
department is other than it should be. 
Insurance men say it is. The assertion 
is not disproved by telling the insurance 
companies that they ought to pay their 
San Francisco losses, and that they are 
simply hunting for a pretext to raise rates 
in Chicago. That kind of talk is aside of 
the mark. It is a pitiful attempt to dodge 
the question, 

The fire department is not in so good 
shape as it was when Mayor Dunne was 
elected. Demoralization entered in when 
he went into the ‘city hall. The under- 
writers have not the confidence in it they 
had, nor have the property owners who 
understand the situation fully. Discipline 
ir the department has been weakened. 
The mayor, for political or other reasons, 
hes permitted outsiders to have a hand in 
running it. He admits that he discharged 
Campion summarily not after a laborious 
investigation made by himself but on the 
strength of a report by a settlement work- 
‘er. The specifications for fire engines 
were handed over to the settlement man 


to pass on not because of hig qualifica- 


tions as a fireman, an engineer, a ma- 
chinist, or a lawyer, but because of nis 
high standing as.a sociologist. The best 
of fire departments could not retain its 
efficiency after an injection of sociology 
and politics. It is hard to say which is 
the more harmful. 

The reinstatement of Campion by the 
council is not so important a matter us 
some insurance men seem to imagine. 
He is not the only man qualified to Be 
marshal. [f he were put back against the 
will of the mayor fact'on and discord 
would continue to pievail in the depart- 
ment. Probably Campion w'll not be put 
“back. The mayor is using influence with 
the aldermen to prevent it and “ save his 
face.” [t is rumored that he is even 
offering a place on the school board in 
exchange for a.vote or two. It would he 
highly immoral for an insurance com- 
pany to give a job to the friend of an 
alderman to buy his vote for Campion. 
If the mayor were to give an office to buy 
a vote against Campion it would be sim- 
ply “ practical politics.” 

What is needed is not so much that 
Campion shall be restored but that a 
capable man shall be put at the head of 
the fire department, and that the mayor 
shall cease attempting to run the fire de- 


‘partment or allowing his ‘sociological or 


political friends to tell him ‘how it shall 
be managed. Until he shall agree to 
that conditions in the department will not 
be satisfactory to insurers or insured. If 
he will not refrain from meddling it will 
be necessary to. wait nine months and 
then elect a mayor who will. If no disas- 
ter shall happen in the meantime because 
of a demoralized fire department the peo- 
ple should be thankful. 

If there were to be a disaster the In- 
surance companies would lose much, bat 
the community would lose more. The 
maintenance of an efficient department is 
of more consequence to property owners 
than to the companies, which can protect 
themselves by refusing insurance. It may 
be remembered that thirty years ago they 
threatened to leave the city If certain 
reforms were not made—and they were 
made. Since the interest of the com- 
munity is so great the demand for a bet- 
terment of conditions should come from 
it rather than from the underwriters.

Apparently an outbreak in favor of 
shifting the site of the city hall to the 
west side is liable to occur in certain 
quarters at almost any time. The “ West 
Side City Hall association” met in an 
Ashland boulevard clubhouse Thursday 
evening and canvassed this subject again. 
It is not stated how many persons were 
present, but the meeting authorized the 
appointment of “a committee of ten” to 
devise a plan to be presented to the city 
council for the location of the city hall 
in the vicinity of Udion park. Indeed, 
some of the talk seems to have been in 
favor of actually planting the building in 
the park. 

There is little danger that a majority 


| of the council will ever approve of any 


plan for placing the city hall outside the 
business center. neidering the uses of 
the municipal building and the impor- 
tance of accessibility, it should plainly 
be located in that district. There is dan- 
ger. however, that, under the influence 
of local pressure, individual aldermen 
may impair their official standing by de- 
coming partisan advocates of the project 
in question. Indeed, in the artificial agi- 
totions for this project which have 
heretofore occurred, several west side al- 
dermen have allowed themselves to be 
drawn Into the role of advocates. The ae 
sumption on their part of this role is of 
questionable wisdom.

It will de interesting to observe, by the bye, 
if any rapprochement takes place during 
John D. Rockefeller’s stay in Hurope de- 
tween him and King Leopold in connection 
with the rubber trust, recently organized by 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. and his brother-in- 
law, the son of United States Senator Aldrich. 
King Leopold may be described as the rubber 
king of Burope, since the majority of the rub- 
ber put on the market in the old world comes 
from his possessions in the Congo Free State. 
Inasmuch as the two young financiers above 
mentioned are admittedly in control of the 
rubber situation here, their bringing Leo- 
pold into the combination would enable the 
latter to control the rubber market of the 
world, all the more so as the supply of rubber 
is continually becoming more scarce and its 
price consequently eg 


The prospect of Leopold controlling the 
supply of rubber in conjunction with young 
Aldrich and John D. Rockefeller Jr. is not a 
pleasant one to contemplate. For rubber has 
become so indispensable a commodity that 
the possibility of there being any temporary 
shut down in the supply is to say the least 
alarming. Scarcely a week passes without 
bringing in. the news of some new applica- 
tion of rubber to industry, and it simply 
would be impossible to enumerate all the 
various features of modern civilization that 

would be affected by the interruption of its 
supply. It greets us on our arrival into the 
world in the shape of the mouthpiece of the 
feeding bottle, accompanies us throughout 
our entire existence in many forms, and 
finally constitutes part of the equipment of 
our coffin when we take our departure for the 
realms above—or below. Telegraphic com- 
munication by land or by sea would be 
stopped were there no more rubber; dentistry 
would suffer a terrible blow, since rubber 
is indispensable for use not only in the stop- 
ping of teeth but also for the setting of 
artificial masticators, and engineers are 
unanimous in declaring that nine-tenths of 
the machinery now employed for the purpose 
of economizing time as well as labor would 
become useless without the means of re- 
placing the vital parts that are constructed 
of rubber. 

> 

How serious the prospect of the threatened 
decline in the supply of rubber in conjunction 
with the phenomenal increase in the demand 
is regarded by foreign powers is shown by 
the fact that the British and German gov- 
ernments are now devising extraordinary 
measures with the object of meeting the diffi- 
culty. The English government has just 
started a nursery of rubber trees in Assam, 
extending over an area of some 400 square 
miles, while Germany is adopting a similar 
course in the Cameroons. Few private firms 
or joint stock companies could afford to 
embark upon any such step. For a tree must 
be some twenty to twenty-five years old be- 
fore it can produce a cent’s worth of rubber. 
In addition, the cultivation must accupy a 
huge amount of territory of such a nature 
that no white man can enter it during the 
rainy season. Indeed, the experiment now 
being made by the English and German gov- 
ernments ig of so costly a character that no 
commercial concern could afford to under- 
take it.

The count de Beauregard, arrested in Paris 
as one of the leaders of the recent unsuc- 
cessful conspiracy to overthrow the republic 
and to bring about a Bonapartist restoration, 
has no conneetion whatsoever with the 
ancient and illustrious house of which the 
Marquis Costa de Beauregard, the dis- 
tinguished academician, is the chief. The 
conspirator count, now under lock and key, 
is in reality a bourgeois of the name of Du- 
rand, who made a fortune in business, and 
who on marrying some twenty years ago 
Mile. de Moracin, a girl of noble family, ob- 
tained by payment of the customary fees the 
title of Count Beauregard from the vatican. 
The date of his patent is 1884. I need hardly 
add that he has not obtained the necessary 
authority from the French government to 
make use of the name and title in question 
in France, and is consequently bearing them 
in defiance of the law of the land. 

The marquis de Beauregard, who is a grand 
seigneur in the sense of the word, will 
have nothing to do with the Bonapartist 
cause, was a legitimist until the death of the 
comte de Chambord, is now @ royalist, and 
has receritly come forward with a popular 
and practical scheme, according to which 
Catholics are asked to subscribe toa fund for 
the maintenace of their clergy in the fol- 
lowing proportion: Children, 1 centime, that 
is, a fifth of a cent, a month; poor people, 1 
centime a week; and those who are well to 
do, 1 centime a day, which will be less than 
$1 a year. This, it is calculated, will yield 
an annual income of $10,000,000, exactly the 
amount of the former government's stipend 
to the clergy, abolished by the separation of

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Feeding Infants in Hot Weather, 
{From the Medical Record. } 

I. L. Polozker states that almost invariably 
infantile troubles are due to improper feed- 
ing. Mother's milk should always be ex- 
amined by the physician from time to time 
while she is nursing the Infant, according to 
Holt’s simple method, The ideal wet nurse 
exists only in the imagination in this coun- 
try. Laboratory milk, properly prescribed, 
is one of the most valuable resources of the 
physician. Infants cannot all be fed alike. 

Even those of the same age and weight can- 
not always be fed on the same formula. It 
is the digestive capacity of the child which 
should be the governing factor, In speaking 
of the preventive measures in the treatment 
of summer diarrhea, the writer advocates a 
laboratory milk or a good clean milk. The 
mother ought to be educated in the care of the 
child when diarrhea occurs, 

As soon as this condition a a tea- 
spoonful of castor oll should be given te the 
patient, but no food. Whisky in water and 
rice or barley water are also indicated. Only 
half thé quantity of milk that the child can 
take in health should be fed toit. The moth- 
ers should be taught the 8 ot vari- 
ous hygienic measures, and should de in- 
structed in the value of fresh air, water ex- 
cursions, clothing for the children, bathing, 
and the proper care of the napkins.

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ISTON” A GREAT DEPARTURE 
FROM FORMER BOOKS. 


A Tale of New England in the 
Time of Andrew Jackson—The 
Career of a Small Overman in 
Politics. 


INSTON CHURCHILL has written 
books which have won much popu- 
lar favor, books which have had 
historical value and human inter- 
est, but he has written nothing so 

clever and varied in delineation or so warm 
in feeling as “ CONISTON,” hia latest book. 

It is a New. England tale of the era of 
Andrew Jackson, and it gives the reader— 
Thackeray~wise—an opportunity of becoming 
acquainted with two generations. 

Easterners who take an interest in state 
politics would have no difficulty, probably, in 
identifying Jethro Bass, the backwoods Na- 
poleon, who began life as a tanner and ended 
by being the “ boss” of his state. But the 
identification of this character has nothing 
to do with the artistic Aspects of the story. 
Mr. Churchill may have found his sugges- 
tion here or there, but he has created from 
that suggestion—or prototype—a character 
of power which is at once menacing and 
amusing, detestable and pathetic. 

Jethro began life, as has been said, as a 
tanner. He was a grotesque looking boy, 
uneducated, shy, taciturn, and secretly mad 
for power. He had one extraordinary talent 
the ability to read others. He lived in 
Coniston, an old fashioned New England 
village, with its one shady street, ite par- 
sonage and school, and its fixed social castes. 
Jethro was below caste. He wae regarded 
as negligible. But in spite of everything 
Cynthia Ware, the rector’s daughter, took 
note of him, felt his power, and loved him 
almost as much as he did her. She procured 
for him a copy of The Life of Napoleon 
from the public Ubrary at Brampton, and he 
read it, to the solidifying of his character. 

Jethro made a little money and saved it— 
made it by buying pelts cheap and curing 
them perfectly, so that the price received 
for them was better than any one else could 
command. Then what he cleared he in- 
vested in mortgages. He took a secret in- 
terest in politics, and the time came when 
he dropped in his neighbor's ears the insinu- 
ation that a democratio ticket might be or- 
ganized in that utterly republican commun!- 
ty. He sowed the seed of opposition in the 
minds of the politically unattached and of 
those persons whose mortgages he held, and 
the pillars of society were presently amazed 
to find themselves shaken, undermined, and 
toppling. Jethro Bass was made chairman 
of the selectmen, a position held previously 
by gentlemen of position only—and no one 
had a notion of how he had reached his emi- 
nence. He had, indeed, tnetituted the ideas 
of bossism—devised a new tyranny in the 


republic. 


Circumstances intervened to keep him from 
marrying sweet Cynthia Ware She had. 
with intuitive insight, perceived the mean- 
ing and the method of his rise, and appealed 
to him to cease a course of action the subtle 
immorality of which was clearly apparent 
to her. But it was literally impossible for 
Aim to arrest the movement which he had 
set in action, and Cynthia went up to Boston 
and married a scholarly, quiet, delicate 
young man named William Wetherell. Bass 
took to himself an amiable woman of his 
own class, whom he dragged around with 
him from county seat to state capitol in the 
days that followed, bedecking her in inappro- 
priate finery, and laying her away finally 
in a grave to which she was possibly not 
reluctant to go. The greatest in the state 
sought out the tanner by this time. No po- 
litical scheme had any chance of being car- 
ried out unless Bass approved it. He knew 
the history of every man of importance in 
the state, and traded on their fallings and 
their misfortunes. He wae feared, almost 
universally. Men might recognize him for 
an ally, a dependable leader, but no one 
could count on him as a friend. 

Then William Wetherell, broken in health 
and a widower, came to Coniston, where his 
lost Cynthia had grown to womanhood, 
bringing with him little Cynthia, her child. 
The general store was without an overseer. 
The place was offered to the studious Weth- 
erell, who knew as much about storekeeping 
as he did about tight rope walking. But 
| he took it, for his circumstances were des- 
perate, and there he met Jethro, and an ex- 
traordinary friendship was formed—a trian- 
gular friendship, in which the little Cynthia 
was the chief factor. 

How the love of this girl tmpelled Jethro to 
exercise to the utmost his powers for_sub- 
jugating other men, and how it finally caused 
him voluntarily to relinquish all influence, 18 
the significant part of the story, and must be 
told by the author. Coniston is, indeed, 
the study of Jethro Bass—the study of a 
nature crude, intense, cruel, relentless, com- 
manding, terrible—with submerged elements 
of nobility and magnanimity.

But extraordinary as is the character, and 
excellent and convincing as is the depiction 
of it, u is the background against which the 
character is placed and the human group by 
which it is surrounded that give to the story 
its homely chatm. It is these things that 
make it what undeniably it is, a thoroughly 
characteristic American novel, with the 
poise, the importance, the variety, and ideals 
which place it among the small company of 
the best. It is likely that many will feel the 
relinquishment of dramatic interest concur 
rent with the death of the first Cynthia; but 
Mr. Churchill has been writing a novel, and 
not a long short story, and he has not felt 
himself under obligations to observe those 
rules which are necessarily adhered to in 
the novelette. He has been at liberty to fol- 
low the generations, to write the inner his- 
tory of a community, and he has concerned 
himself with other matters than mere clintax. 

This reproduction of an old New England 
community will be prised by all who have 
come out—however remotely—from such en- 
vironment. The village philosophers, the In- 
domitable Miss Lucretia Penniman, the 
chaste advocate of women's rights; the gen- 
ial generations of the Hallowells, the austere 

spirituality of the Rev. Mr. Ware, the Dom- 
peylike pride of Worthington, the great man 
= Sanne the cringing cowardice of some 
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nesses of the community, and the indestruc- 
tible force and valor of the two Cynthias, are 
the elements of this human fabric. It is a 
closely woven fabric, too; none may com- 
plain of the workmanship. Mr. Churchill 
has always had industry, studiousness, con- 
gistency, and sanity. Now to these qualities 
he adds an ardor new to him. That monotony 
of emotion which once kept his tales on ap 
even plane of relation, and caused readers 
to complain of their mediocrity, moderation, 
and tiresome sobriety, is less conspicuous in 
“ Coniston’ than in any of Mr. Churchill's 
previous novels. 


That Mr. Churchill has treasured his tal- 
ents, and that. he is overcoming his faults 
cannot but be a source of.keen gratification 
to all who find in the essentially modern art

Churchill, however, follows old 
models in this and in other regards, and pur- 
sues his way calmly, selling his tale in a 
leisurely fashion. Upon this sense of leisure- 
liness he is to be congratulated with warmth 
and sincerity. The absence of it is one of the 
dominating faults of American writers. 
Florence Scovel Shinn has illustrated the 
book with a humorous pen. Her work never 
appeared to better advantage than in depict- 
ing the physical idiosyncrasies of the folks at 
Coniston, The Macmillan company prints the 
book.

DISCOVERER OF RADIOBES 
WRITES A BOOK UPON 
4 HE ORION OF LIFE.“ 


John Butler Burke Describes Hie 
Experiments Into the Effect of 
Radium on Sterilized Bouillon. 
Also Has Theories That Other 
Planets Are Inhabited. 


THE modesty of gentus! Here isa 

book of nearly 400 pages devoted toa 

discussion of the latest ecientifie re- 

, search into the mystery of the origin 

of life. The title page says it fs by 

John Butler Burke. Now how many of the 

ordinary readers of newspapers remember 

ever to have heard of John Butler Burke? 

Yet a year ago he was the most talked of 
ecientist in Europe. 

A year ago the newspapers were heralding 
the remarkable discoveries made by Mr. 
Burke of the effects of radium upon sterilized 
bouillon. By contact with radium he pro- 
duced In sterilized boutllon certain cultures 
which manifest not merely instability and 
decay, but growth, subdivision, reproduc- 
tion, and adjustment of their internal func- 
tions to surroundings—a circumstance which 
Mr. Burke thinks will be found to be the 
equivalent of nutrition. 

With all the caution and reserve which is 
becoming to a scientist, Mr. Burke contends 
that life oan be produced artificially and that 
he has produced it. Since 1890 he has been 


engaged in psychical research in Cavendish 


laboratory, Cambridge, England. Before he 
became connected with Cavendish labora- 
tory he experimented for several years with 
the phosphorescence of cyanogen, which, 
Prof. Pfluger had already declared, possessed 
the elements of life. 

When Mr. Burke made public last year the 
results of his experiments he promised to 
“publish a more ambitious report soon.’ 
This report compri the book, THE OR- 
IGIN OF LIFE” (Frederick A. Stokes Co., 
New York). Speaking of the cultures he pro- 


duced, Mr. Burke says: 


In their properties they are so like bac- 
teria, and yet not of them, nor of crystals, 
from either of which they differ widely, that 
they may with advantage be called radiobes, 
& name at once suggestive of both their na- 
ture and their origin. Thus the gap, appar- 
ently insuperable, between the organic and 
the inorganic world seems, however roughly, 
to be bridged over by the presence of these 
radio-organic organisms which at least may 
give a clew as to the beginning and the end 
of Ute.“ 

According to Burke’s theory of vitality, 
there is in the nature of the cage no known 
reason why the planet Neptune, which we 
have been accustomed to regard as incon- 
celvably cold, may not be inhabited; in fact, 
there is strong ground for the inference that 
all the planets, if not the central sun itself, 
are inhabited. 

Of course, some of these planets at least 
cannot support such life as at present exists 
on earth, but Mr. Burke contends that his 
experiments indicate that other forms of life 
—perhaps a practically infinite number of 
them—existed on this globe long eons be- 
fore the beginnings of the forms of Hfe which 
we know now. Huxley regarded protoplasm 
as essential to life, but Burke remarks: 

That it really is essential to vitality other 
than that which has survived and which we 
find naturally existing around us is an ae- 
sumption for which there is no logical foun- 
If the processes we call vital can be 
prepared without protoplasm in bodies which 
would otherwiee be called living, no course 
would be open to us but to admit that proto- 
plasm is not essential to such simpler types 
of life. 

“The same point may be raised with re- 
gard to the part played by water and temper- 
ature. Supposing that an organism were to 
be found which could live and live only at 
high temperatures. Would that prevent us, 
strictly speaking, from regarding them as 
living beings? . There are different lim- 
its of temperature for different types of life. 
And the fact that life exists here at particular 
temperatures is simply the result of the sur- 
vival of the fittest, so as to sult the environ- 
ment.“ 

He does not contend that there Is any proved 
connection, or that there is even any prob- 
ability of such connection of radiobes with 
forms of life which we have known hereto- 
fore. In fact, he holds that the radiobe is 
actually life newly formed, and that it dif- 
fers from all other forms of life because it 
originated under entirely different conditions. 
Carrying out this idea, it is probable that at 
some remote period of time conditions of this 
earth will be such that Ife such as now 
exists can not exist here, but will be super- 
seded by other forms of life originated by the 
changed conditions. 

So conditions of the planet Neptune may be 
such that forms of life exist there which 
could not possibly exiet at the temperature of 
the earth, and on the planet Mercury there 
may be Mercureans who cannot conceive the 
possibility of life existing on a globe with 
temperature so low as that of the earth. 

Mr. Burke points out conclusive reasons for 
declaring that radlobes are neither crystals 
nor microbes, There are in the book interest- 
ing chapters on the correlation of vital phe- 


nomena. 


By dint of much padding, blank leaves, 
side margins, and decorations, THE GIRL 
WITH THE BLUE SAILOR (Dodd, Mead 
& Co.) has been stretched into a fair sized 
book. The story previously appeared in a 
magazine of some standing, but can have 
no excuse for donning this bookish dress. 
The story strikes one as being highly arti- 
ficial, tiresomely trite, lacking even a spright- 
Uness of dialogue that often recommends an 
otherwise unattractive tale. A young man 
in the act of assisting a young woman, with 
whom he is not acquainted, on a train is 
showered with rice, intended for a bridal 
couple, his friends, as it turns out. Man, 
girl, and couple turn up at the same resort, 
where a family of daughters is holding sway. 
The young man makes himself miserable in 
many ways—frst, by thinking the fond mam- 
ma and papa have designs upon him as an 
eligible match, then as the unloved of the 
‘girl with the blue sailor.” He goes away, 
returns after a number of months, and finds 


he is in love with one of the eligible daugh- 


ters. They live happily ever afterward, we 
suppose; they usually do in stereotyped 
stories of this kind. Burton E. Stevenson is 
guilty of perpetrating it.

In “THE STUBBORNNESS OF GER-

Yes; she is hungry for good food, and 
sick to the soul of shabbiness, and sad from 
conversing only with the army of the sad:
